TIO again their Anticnt Eſtates \and Repennes. For the preventing. 
of, which, they - thereupon {pread abroad Dſtortents: aud Fears, fo>i 
ment Featouſtes and'\Diſtrattions, and Engage the Clergy on;their fide ; 
who. were generally inclined to Knox's Diſcipline, andthe Sove- 
raignty which they had for ſome time enjoyed under the Go- 
vernment of Presbitery ; the Ctergy Influence the People, . and Ter- 
rify them with rhe Danger of Popery (for fo they Lermed the Z#+ 
turgy, and the Government by Byſhops.). By theſe means and pre-/ 
texts, they allured the People into a-Rebellion, notwithſtanding all 


the Care that was taken by thoſe at the Helm, to prevent its. 


and the Confederates entred into a Solemn League and Covenant, and 
oblig'd themſelves to a Matnal Defence againſt all perſons wharſce: 
ver, not excepting the King himſelf ; and then they begun an Atu- 
a War; Raiſed Men and Money, Seized His Majeſties Armes, Mas 
gazines, Caſtles, Forts, and Walled Towns; and all this was dont for 
Conſcience Sake, But to avoid becoming Horrible, and Abomina- 
ble in the Eyes of all the World, by being called Trartors and Re- 
bels, they Varaiſhed, and Termed all theſe Preparations and Paces 
towards a Rebellion, a Deſign of. Petitioning their Soveraign. But 
the XKizg not able to. bear His being Aﬀronted at this Rate, does 
likewiſe Arm to Defend- His Crown, and the Lives, and Eſtates of 
His Subjects here ; and Recover the Rights and Preregatives they 
had Ulurped in that X:z2do#. But notwithſtanding the Juſtice of 
His Cauſe, and the Gallantry, and YVigour of His Army ; when He 
came in Sight of the Enemy, He «was moved out of a Compaſſion, 
and a Deſire to Save ſo many Lives, both- of His Loyal, and Rebel- 


 Lious Subjetts, to Condeſcend to a Treaty; which He was likewiſe 


perſwaded to, by ſome of the Engliſh Nobility, that were Secret 
Friends to the Scots. — 

DURING this Treaty, the FaQtious Spirits of the Two Nations, 
had by Feeling one anothers Pwlſes, found their Tempers to be {0 
alike,and their /zc/inations ſo ſutable, that they eaſily, and quickly a- 
greed of the Meaſures for a future Correſpondence ; and of the means of 
putting in Execution their Deſjgs: Which: however would have 
been. 1mpoſſible for them to have Effe&ted, had they had the leaſt 
Senſe. of Religion, Loyalty, Honour, and Honeſty. But the Scots had 
no- fooner ſeen the Engliſh Army Disbanded, and the People Diſla- 
tified with the Ill Succeſs of that Expedition, than that (having 
Broken almoſt as ſoon as Signed, every Article of that Pacificats- 
on) they Raiſed-a New Army to Petition withal ; which they were 
Invited to, by their Brethren or Presbyterian Party here ; who En- 
couraged them to this 1zvaſon, by aſſuring them, That the King 
was Not in a Capacity to make Head againſt them, . nor could be 
without Calling a Parliament, wherein-they would be ſure to find 
{o many Friends in Both Houſes, that nothing ſhould be done there,

THIS gained a great Addition to their Number, and every day 
Freſh Rabbles came, and Liſted themſelves under their Rebellious 
"Sanner ; ſo that, within few Dayes, their Body became conſidera- 
ble, amounting to Foxrteer or Fifteen Thouſand Men. But, as in 
the thickeſt Bzambles there are to be found ſome Roſes; fo, in 
this Country, the King found'ſome Loyal Þearts, who endeavou- 
red to quell their Inſolence: For, on the Epht of May, (Five Dayes 
after the Murther of the Arch-Biſhop of St. Andrews) Captain Gra- 
ham of Claver-houſe, upon notice he had of a great Number of Men, 
who were gathered together upon Lowden-Hill, marched thither with 
his Troop, and a Company of Dragoons, and found there Fourteen 
or Fifteen Thouſand Men well Armed, and in good Order : The 
Foot commanded by one Weir, and the Horſe by Roberr: Hamilton, 
one Patton, Balfour, and Hackſton, (the Two laſt being the Murthe- 
rers of the Arch-Biſhop of St. Andrews.) The Rebels upon' Captain 
Graham's Approach, ſent out Two Parties to 'skirmiſh with him, 
which he beat into their main Body. Then they advanced with 
their whole Force upon him, who after a conſiderable: Slaughter 
of the Rebels, and the Loſs of his Cornet, Two Brigadters, about

He Duke having put himſelf in the poſture above-ſaid, com- 
manded the Canon to Fire ; which it ao ſooner begun to 
do, but the Rebels, whb,were drawn up on the other ſide,” 

upon a riſing Ground near the Bridge, threw themſelves upon the 
Ground to avoid the Shot. | Thoſe that were poſted upon the 
Bridge, Fired at firſt pretty briskly, but after Five or Six Shot 
of Canon, they all ran away, they upon the riſing beginning firft, 
Our Men immediately fſerzed the Bridge, threw into the River 
their Barricadoes of Stones, Cart-Wheeles, and the ike; took a 
piece of Canon they had, and followed- them up the Hill; but 
their Number being very ſmall, the Rebels rallied, and faced them, 
but had not the Courage to come down upon them: Our Men 
came down again to the Bridge, and one Shot more of Canon 
made the Rebels flye to their upper Line, where they ſtood again. 
In the mean time my Lord General paſſed the Army over the Bridge, 
and drew up upon the Riſing, which took up ſome tine ; and bo: 
fore we were quite in order, the Rebels advanced upon Us, and 
to appearance, 1n'very good Order. When they approach't, they 
eſpied Our Canon at Our Head, and thereupon immediately fhit- 
ted their Order, and opened in the middte, thinking, it ſeems 
Ve were obliged to Shoot {trait forward ; but Our Canon being 
twned upon them as: they then ſtood, and diſcharged Three or 
Four times, they begun to Run again; their Commander Robert 
Hamilton, being one of the firſt, and our Dragoons, and the High- 
landers advancing upon them, it was a perfe&t Rout; and th 
fled all wayes, Our Men purſuing them.

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ſober Language in his mouth, but the poyſon of Aſpes is under his Tongue. Ah, 
cryes a Second, He feares God for his own ends. He can hear an Oath from 
his Superiour, without reproving him, and ſad Curſings without Rebuke, He 
paints Devotion upon his Face, whileſt Pride is ſtampt upon his Heart. *Tis in- 
deed true, ſayes the Third, He # quick-ſjghted to the Infirmities of the Saints, 
and in his heart rejoyceth at our failings. His ſtudied Prayers ſhew him to be a 
high Malignant, and his Feſu-worſbip concludes him Popiſhly affefted. He cryes 
up Learning, and the Book of Common-Prayer, but ſayes _— of Reformation. 
He crinees, and makes an Idol of the Name of Jeſus, and leans wholly to a Church- 
Government, not honouring a Preaching Miniſtry, He places Sandtity in the 
walls of a $ teeple-houſe, and adores the Sacrament with 4 Popiſh- Knee, Ah! 
ſighsa Fourth, Have we not 4 great deal of reaſon to ſeparate from theſe Men, 
and turn, and abſent our ſelves from their Congregations; Ah! tis a great 
Mercy, and 9 0m Goodneſs of the Lord, That he hath called us unto Him, to 
know the Church of God in Truth, and hath given us a Sin-killing, Heart-hea- 
ling, Soul-convincing, laborious Miniſtry, to teach us the wayes of Righteouſneſs, 
and hath ſeparated us from theſe Idolatrows worſhippers, theſe Sons of Belial, and 
Children of Darkneſs, &C. 

Thus they aſperſe the Miniſtry, and endeavour to draw an Odium upori 
the Clergy, which is the readieſt means to induce men to have a low re- 
gard of Religton it ſeit; for (as a wiſe Writer of late times ſaid) when once 
the Diſpenſers of Religion fall inro Contempt, it muſt be a ftrong Arm, 
and more than that of Fleſh, that can bear up Religion it ſelf, and keep 
that from falling roo. [ I hope, and pray with a Reverend Prelate in a late 
learned Sermon upon this Subje&t, That God will not remove our Candleſtick 
from among #5, as he threatned the Church of Epheſus; tho *tis too much to 
be feared, our Impenitency, and the diſregard we have of Gods Miniſters, 
and the Diverſity of SeQAs and Opinions amongſt us, may be ſufficient 
enough to occaſion it. What Judgments the Angel denounced againſt 
thoſe Four Churches in the Revelations, ry 2. 1 delire every Son and 
Daughter of our Church to conſider ; Read the Severals, and I doubt not 
but you'll ſoon find, how little a Diſproportion there is betwixt Us and 
Them: Thol fear the laſt (viz. Thyatira) may be too much our lively 
Image. ] | 

The ſeveral Schiſmes, Sects, and Diviſions, which have been broach- 
ed, fomented, and continued about Religton in this Kingdom of England, 
have been (as I ſaid before) the immediate Reaſons, that brought men ro 


have a low regard of Religion it ſelf, and the Cauſes of the great Decap - 


of Chriſtian Piety in the Land. We may attribute what we will to the 
State, and ſay what we pleaſe of the Government ; when it is the Jmmo- 


- rality and ice of the Tymes, which makes the Almighty angry with us, 


and threaten to cut us oft. 

And now Jmpiety & Jrreligtion rides Tryumphant, & Jmmozality ſways 
1ts Scepter in the Hearts of men; and therefore, let the Charmer. charm 
never (o wiſely, men lend but Adders Eares, and will not regard. And 
therefore, Admonitions are but vain,and Advice but Bubbles, Correption and 
Rebuke piſht at, and reckoned but as Childiſh Flattery, or painted Bask ; 
Nothing can be then expeCted but ſuch like Reparties ; which I will take 
from the to-be-admired * Boanerges, and ſo conclude. -— 

« Tell not me. of Hell, Devills,or damned Souls, to enforce ine from thoſe 
« Pleaſures which they nick-name Sin. *Tis true, I have not led my life ac- 
*cording to the Phariſaical Square of the Opinions of God's Miniſters, nei- 

| ther 
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*ther have I found Judgments according to their Prophecies; whereby I muſt 
** conclude, that God 15 wonderfully merciful, or they wonderfully miſta- 
* ken: How often have they rhundered Torment apainſt my #olupturies life ? 
* and yet I feel no pain. How bitterly have they threatned ſhame againſt the 
* Vaunts of the Y2in-gloriow? Yet find they honour. - How fiercely have 
* cheypreach't deſtruCtion againſt my-Crxe/ty? And yet T live. What Plagues 
*2gainſt my Swearing ? Yer not infeQted, What Diſeaſes againſt my Draz- 
<« kenneſs? And yet found. What danger againſt Procraſtination? Yet how 
« often hath God been found upon the Death-bead. What Damnation to Hy: 
*« pacrites? Yet who more {ate ?- What Stripes to the /znorant? Yet who 
©* more Scot-free ? ' What Poverty to the S/oarhful? Yer they proſper. What 
«Falls tothe Prond 2 Yet ſtand they ſureſt. What Curſes to the Coverors ? 
& Yet who richer. What Judgment to the Zaſc/viows? Yet who more plea- 
«ſure? What Vengeance to the Prophine, the Cerſorions, the Revengeful? 
«* Yet none live more unſcourged. Who deeper Branded than the Lyar? 
. * Yet who more Favoured * Who more threatned than the Preſumptuoxs ? 
«Yet who leſs puniſf'd ? 

Thus they run thro a Catalogue of the ſeveral Kinds of Enormous Sins, 
which are moſt predominant in our depraved Natures, and believe not 
what the Church doth pronounce on each of them, but as Bugh-ares ; and 
therefore, ſay they, thus we are fool'd, and kept in awe by the ftridt fancies 
of theſe Pulpir-men, whole Opinions have no Ground, bur what they Fain 
from Popularity. But let theſe bold bluſtring Sinners bur read: the fifth Chap 
ter of /aiahs Prophecy, and there they wili find the miſerable cs entai- 
led on the Wicked ; as likewiſe, Fer. 4. Dent. 29. 2 Chy9. 34. 

Perhaps, I have played the Divine too long, and have tired you with theſe 
fad Refletions ; I fhall theretore enlarge no further, but only add one word 
by way of Admonition, and conclude. Let not, D England, an impro- 
yident Careleſneſs caſt out all Fear of approaching Danger. Haſt thou not 
for theſe many years nuzzled in the Bolome of Habitual Peace, when thy 
Neighbours were in the Flames of War. Be not deceived, a long Peace 
makes a Bloody War, and rhe Abuſe of continued Mercies makes a ſharp 
Judgment. The ſtalled Oxe thar wallows in his plenty, and waxes wan- 
ton in his Eaſe, is not far from ſlaughter. Didft thou not laugh /zwaſion to 
ſcorn, and was not affrighted at Confpiracies. Didſt thou want good 
Laws, or did thoſe Laws want Execution ? Didſt thou not ſtand the Glo. 
ry of the World, ' and the Envy of all Nations? Did not thy Prophets 
oive lawful warning, and like true Beptrfts preach Repentance? How haſt 
rhou lived, that now theſe Prophecies are fulfilled, and that now thou be- 
holdeſt rhe Vialls'of thy angry God ready to be powred forth? Didſt thou 
think that Pride could not demoliſh the Towers that defend thee ? 
Nor drunkenneſs dry up the Sea that Walls thee ? Nor the Flames of Luſt diſ. 
{olve the Ordnance that prote&s thee. © England, Since mercies could 
not allure thee, let thefe threatning Judgments now at length enforce thee 
to a true Repentance. Quench the Firebrand which thou haſt kindled. 
Turn thy Mirth to true Mourning, and thy Feaſts of Joy to Humiliation : 
- and pray with thy Church, That from all Sedztion, privy Conſpiracy, and 
Rebeltion, from all falſe Dottrine, Hereſy, and Schiſme, from Hardmſs of Heart, 
and Contempt of His Word ani Commandments ; God would deliver us.
